UATEMALA, the second largest 
and the most populous of the 
Central American republics, was 
in 1871 the next to the last of 
these countries to issue postage stamps. 
The first issue was a set of four from one 
o twenty centavos, each bearing the 
ountry’s coat of arms. There is a rare 
olor error of the 20-cent, blue instead 
f rose. The following year a 4-reales 
and a l-peso stamp were added, these 
bearing a different version of the na- 





tional arms. The monetary unit then 
was the peso, which was subdivided into 
the real and centavo, the former at eight 
and latter at one hundred to the peso. 
In 1875 a new set of four was issued, 
from 1% to 2-reales, each bearing the 
head of “Liberty” in a different frame, 
and in 1878 a third set, from 14-real to 
l-peso, all with the nicture of an Indian 
woman. 

About sixty per cent of the Guatemal- 
tecos are pure Indian, while all but a 
small percentage of the rest are mestizos, 
or mixed Indian and European. Guate- 
mala—anciently Quauhtematlan, “The 
Place of Trees,”— was the original home 
of the Mayas, the most progressive of all 
the tribes of American Indians. When 
the white man arrived, he found the 
Mayan calendar more advanced than his 
own, the Maya highways as fine as the 
old Roman roads. 

Though human sacrifice was practiced 
occasionally, on the whole, the Mayas 
were a peaceful race. Probably for that 
reason their civilization had already been 
partly destroyed by the Nahuas of Mex- 
ico when the Spanish arrived. Much of 
it had been transplanted to the jungles 
of Yucatan. After Cortes conquered 
Mexico, his lieutenant, Pedro de Alva- 
tado, marched south and conquered 
Guatemala in 1522. 

We hear much of the mystery of the 
Maya—what became of him? The 
truth is that he is still there. The 
Present tribes of Quiches, Cakchiquels 
and Zutugils are the direct descendants 
of the old Maya race. Only their ancient

| civilization is gone. Once abandoned, 
their temples, cities and roads were up- 
rooted and enveloped by the ceaseless 
growth of tropic vegetation. Defeated 
and crushed, the race of builders de- 
generated into a race of timid jungle 
people and agricultural slaves, but they 
rose again three centuries later to throw 
off the Spanish yoke. 

In 1879 the quetzal first appeared on 
two bi-colored stamps of % and 1-real. 
Because it will not live in captivity, 
this beautiful and rare tropical bird be- 
came the symbol of liberty and was 
chosen by the Guatemalans as their na- 
tional emblem. Its plumage is a bright 
green with scarlet breast, its tail so long 
that its nest or bower must have both 
entrance and exit, as the bird cannot 
turn around in it. Later the quetzal 
also became the name of Guatemala’s 
unit of currency. 

These last two stamps and the first 
two of the previous set were surcharged 
in lower values in 1881. This custom is 
common to all the Central American 
republics and has created such an end-

less and uninteresting variety of their 
stamps that these countries are not 
popular with many collectors. When new 
values are needed, it is cheaper to over- 
print the surplus of past issues than to 
issue new ones. The surcharge nearly 
always decreases the face value of the 
stamp; otherwise, it would be a temp- 
tation to counterfeiters to buy up the 
old stamps and overprint them with the 
higher values, an easy process. 

The following year these surcharged 
stamps were replaced by new stamps ot 
the quetzal types, then in 1886 a large 
peso stamp that had never been put in 
circulation was surcharged in five higher 
centavo-values. This stamp bore the 
portrait of General Justo Rufino Barrios. 

All Guatemalan stamps so far had 
been perforated, but many imperforate 
varieties exist, as well as typographical 
errors in the overprints. An inverted 
center on the 5-cent red of the 1882 
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Philatelic History of Guatemala 


issue is Guatemala’s rarest stamp, cat- 
alogued at $150. 

The Barrios stamp was probably not 
put to use as intended due to the death 
of the general the year before and the 
consequent change of administration. 
General Barrios helped to overthrow 
President Cerna in 1871, became com- 
mander-in-chief and in 1873, president. 
He, too, made himself dictator, like the 
man he had overthrown. Though his 
methods were ruthless, he proceeded to 
put through much progressive legislation. 





Like all dictatorships, however, his re- 
gime ended in war. 

Barrios’ great ambition was to 
re-establish the Republic of Central 
America, which had split up into five 
separate republics in 1839. Despite con- 
tinual conspiracies against him in his 
own country, in one of which in 1884 he 
barely escaped assassination, he at- 
tempted to make himself ruler of all the 
territory between Mexico and Panama. 
Having received promise of support from 
Honduras and Salvador, the general de- 
clared himself supreme military com- 
mander of all Central America in 
February, 1885. However, President 
Zaldivar of Salvador reneged and en- 
tered into a defensive alliance with 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica. In March, 
Barrios declared war and invaded Sal 
vador. On April 2nd he was killed in 
battle at Chalchuapa and on the 16th 
a treaty of peace was signed. 

Later in 1886 appeared a new regular 
set of eleven from one to 200-centavos. 
These bore a smaller picture of the 
quetzal sitting on a scroll bearing the 
words “Liberty” and the date of Guate- 
mala’s Independence Day, September 
15, 1821. As not enough l-cent stamps 
were printed, most of the 2-cents were 
surcharged “Provisional — 1886 — Un 
Centavo.” This set was not long in use. 
The following year an engraved set of 
eight values was put out. These may be 
distinguished from the lithographed set 
by their sharper impression. There are 
two distinct shades of the 5-cent stamp. 
The purple is by far the rarer. 

In 1892, Jose Maria Renya Barrios 
was elected president. He, too, tried to

incorporate the five republics into one — 
peaceably — but two years of negotia- 
tions ended in failure in 1897, the year 
of his re-election. This Barrios’ portrait 
was placed beside the quetzal on Guate- 
mala’s first commemorative set, issued 
in 1897. Like our Columbians, they com- 
memorated an exposition, the Central 
American Exhibition which took place 
in Guatemala City. 

There are fourteen stamps to this set, 
all on colored paper. In each corner is 
placed the coat of arms of one of the 
other Central American countries, while 
a steamship and a train flank the pic- 
tures of the president and the national 
bird. On February 8, 1898, President

Barrios was assassinated and the same 
year Manuel Estrada Cabrera, whose 
portrait appears on later Guatemalan 
stamps, was elected for the next six- 
year term. 

After more surcharges, a new regular 
set appeared in 1900 and another in 
1902. The latter was bi-colored and of 
new design and format, horizontal in- 
stead of vertical. It was printed in 
London by Waterlow and Sons. The 
one cent carries the quetzal and scroll 
and most of the others picture land- 
marks of the capital, Guatemala City — 
the statue of J. R. Barrios; “La Re- 
forma” Palace, erected for the Exhibi- 
tion of 1897; the Temple of Minerva; 
the Columbus Theatre; the Artillery 
Barracks; the Columbus Monument and 
the Native Indian School. The 20-cent 
shows the Cathedral, which rises on the 
east side of the city’s main plaza and 
which was partly destroyed in the earth- 
quake of 1917. On the north of the 
plaza, though not shown in the picture, 
the Chinese, who are quite numerous in 
Central America and Mexico, have 
erected several pagodas. About twenty- 
five miles from the capital, the railway 
to the Pacific coast passes Lake Ama- 
titlan, a view of which is given on the 
10-cent orange and blue. All along the 
edge of this lake are hot springs and 
steam fissures, for Guatemala is a land 
of volcanoes, one of which is seen in 
the background of the stamp. 


Then in 1907 appeared a new value, 
12'44-cents. The picture on this stamp 
shows the twelve procers signing Guate- 
mala’s Declaration of Independence. (The 
word “procer” is from the Latin, mean- 
ing chief, and was used by the Central 
American states to designate their chief 
citizens.) 

In 1910 a 6-cent bi-colored stamp 
commemorated, a year late, the cen- 
tennary of the birth of Miguel Garcia 
Granados, an early Guatemalan hero, 


born on September 29, 1809. In 1911 a 
25-cent stamp showed the General Post 
Office and a 5-peso bore the portrait 
of Manuel Estrada Cabrera. Each exists

inBamericans from San Francisco, brought 


on a war with Honduras and Salvador, 
which was stopped by the intervention 
Roosevelt and President 
Diaa of Mexico and ended in the 
Marblehead Pact of July 19, 1906, and 
the Central American Peace Conference 
at Washington in 1907. 

In 1917 another bi-colored stamp cele 
brated Cabrera’s re-election for a fourth 
tem, beginning March 15th of that 
pest: In 1918 his portrait appeared on 
a 144-peso stamp and in 1919 three new 
stamps were issued, showing a counitanat 
school, radio station (the first stamp re- 
ferring to radio ever issued) and the Joa- 
quina Maternity Hospital erected during 
his administration. The hospital was 
founded by President Cabrera’s mother 
and named for her. 

Progressive elements organized against 
Cabrera in 1920. He attempted to use 
force to retain his position, but the army 
deserted him and he was forced out. He 
died in 1924. Carlos Herrera was chosen 
provisional president on September 15, 
1920, to fill the rest of Cabrera’s term of 
seven years, ending in 1923. 

However, Herrera himself was over- 
thrown in 1921 by General Jose Maria 
Orellana, whose portrait appears on the 
5-cent stamp of the 1929 set. Orellana 
was elected president in March, 1922, 
put down a revolt against him in July 
of the same year and died in 1926, to 
be succeeded by Lazaro Chacon. 





In 1921 were issued three high-value 
bi-colored stamps: a 114-peso with a 
picture of a monolith at Quirigua, a 5- 
peso with the imposing Granados Mon- 
ument and a 15-peso, a new value, show 
ing the “Penitenciaria” Railroad Bridge. 
Sixty miles up the Motagua Valley 
from the Atlantic port of Puerto Barrios, 
Quirigua is one of the early centers of 
the Maya civilization, and the monolith 
pictured is only the largest of several 
they erected in this district. A species 
of totem pole cut out of a solid block 
of stone, it stands thirty feet high in the 
center of a jungle clearing, tilted to one 
side by its tremendous weight. Though 
possibly two thousand years old, the 
carvings are still wonderfully clear, the 
figures greatly resembling those of ori 
ental monuments. The great mystery, 
however, is how it was transported there. 
The block from which it was cut weighed 
at least twenty tons and came from the 
mountains to the north, many miles 
away across deep valleys. 

After still more surcharges, new 121% 

and 25-centavo pictorials arrived pti 
Waterlow and Sons late in 1922. The 
former shows the Centennial Building 
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which occupies one side of the central 
plaza in Guatemala City; the other is a 
picture of the National Palace at An- 
tigua, the old capital of the country. 

The chief city of Guatemala has 
dergone many vicissitudes due to 
volcanic nature of the region. The first 
capital was erected by Alvarado, the 
conqueror, on the lower slopes of Mt. 
Agua in 1527. This is now known as 
Ciudad Vieja, the Old City, or Alma 
longa. In 1541, during a terrific thunder 
storm and earthquake, the lake which

fills the crater of Agua burst through and 
poured down upon the town. However, 
it was rebuilt in 1556 a few miles to 
the northeast, where it flourished. 


This second capital, “Guatemala la 
Antigua,” usually called just Antigua, is 
the place whose Governor’s Palace is 
pictured on the 25-cent stamp. It was 
once one of the most important cities 
of the New World, a town of paved 
streets and splendid buildings long be- 
fore any of our North American cities 
were founded. Many of its sixty once- 
beautiful churches are still in use, in

Most of the latter, however, is a sham- 
bles, open to the sky and overgrown 
with cactus and palm. It stands on the 
south side of the plaza. On the west is 
the old Governor’s Palace, an immense 
structure still in fairly good condition. 
Its facade of a hundred arches, topped 
by the royal arms of Spain, is most 
beautiful in late afternoon when the 
still-steaming volcanoes of Agua (Water) 
and farther away, Fuego (Fire), form 
an enchanting but sinister backdrop, 
they were responsible for Antigua’s de 
struction and eventual abandonment and 
are still active.

The town was almost totally destroyed 
by earthquake in 1717 during an erup 
tion of Fuego, rebuilt and again

We cannot undertake to expertise 
stamps; give valuations or advice on where they 
may be sold; nor will we answer those ques- 
tions which readers could answer themselves 
by reading the foreword to the Scott Catalogues. 
This column does not deal with questions on 
coins, paper money, or other hobbies. 





“Are these stamps forgeries” is asked 
by a reader who submits a number of 
foreign stamps of the lc approval cali- 
ber. He says these things have aroused 
his suspicions: “the perforating is very 
bad,” “they are printed very roughly,” 
“colors are poor.’’ Unfortunately none of 
the above can be termed characteristics 
of a forgery. Practically every degree 
of printing, good and bad and every 
method has been used to produce stamps. 
Some of the great rarities are among the 
poorest produced specimens. Readers 
should study their catalogues. In this 
instance the “perforation” of a Greek 
stamp is questioned. Actually it was a 
roulette. 


“Where are the lc Postal Cards with 
green Lincoln stamp issued?” These 
cards, slightly smaller than the card 
with Jefferson stamp have been a reg- 
ular issue since 1917. Some postmasters 
do not requisition them, but all larger 
post offices have them, or can obtain 
them. They are not sold at the Agency. 


needlessly worried. He asks, “If meters 
take the place of stamps, won’t stamp 
collectors stop saving stamps and begin 
to save meters? 
pay premium prices for stamps that

There is no evidence that meters will 
ever entirely replace stamps. 
most optimistic manufacturers of meters 
(and some have painted a rather rosy 
future for the machines) have not an- 
ticipated that the meter will replace 
stamps. 
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“In the Aug. 17 number of LINN’s in 
the Forum Robert L. Jones speaks of 
‘panes — upper right position.’ Does he 
mean by a ‘pane’ a whole sheet of 50 
stamps; or is a pane a part of a sheet?” 
The words “sheet” and “pane” are often 
misused in philately. Wrongly we often 
refer to a “pane” as a “sheet,” while 
actually a pane is only one portion of a 
sheet of stamps. The result is that pane 
is now used only when referring to the 
relative plate position of a portion of the 
entire sheet, as was done in Mr. Jones’ 
letter.

We cannot 
urge too 


strongly that our readers exercise re 
straint in buying the issues of the Euro- 
pean countries now under the “protec- 
tion” of the dictators as well as the 
issues of the totalitarian states them 
selves. As our New York correspondent 
has pointed out, some of the stamps 
offered as scarce short issues at high 
prices are not actually scarce at all. 
There is every liklihood that some of 
these issues, probably most of them, 


will prove headaches to their purchasers. 
The experiences of the last post war 
period should be recalled. Stamps that 
during the hostilities brought high prices, 
could be purchased for fractions of those 
sums a few vears later. We know that 
many non-collector Europeans are put 
ting their wealth into stamps and some 
day this material will come on _ the 
market. The refugees have given Amer 
ican collectors a taste of what such 
holdings can do to prices. So it’s best to 
make haste slowly and avoid paying 
high prices for stamps which may sell 
in calmer times for a great deal less.

KLY STAMP 

Note please that we don’t urge a 
boycott of certain countries’ issues, for 
the hates of a war-mad world have no 
place in our hobby. It is up to the 
individual collector to decide if the 
stamps of any country are propaganda 
or a means of providing funds for con- 
quest. Certain countries by their acts 
have created so much ill will that phi- 
lately could affect it little one way or 
the other. 


THE LAZY WIN The rise of philately 
and consequent de 
mand for position blocks has been a 
pain to the postal clerk whose laziness 
was disturbed by this extra business. 
Possibly they were to be pitied, for 
sometimes the broken sheets would take 
an extra five or ten minutes to count 
in inventorying stock! Inspectors also 
have a dislike of stamp stocks containing 
broken sheets. All of these employees 
are paid by the month so any extra time 
used in counting stamps is time paid for 
anyway, and the counting was done dur- 
ing their usual working hours. One 
might have expected such lazy ones to 
be told to do their work and quit grum- 
bling, but such has not been the case. 
Instead of reprimanding the lazy, the 
P. O. Dent. issued on July 8 a typical 
“solution.” Now all employees, including 
the grumbling minority are forbidden 
to break sheets. Many clerks and post 
masters in the spirit of service which 
characterizes the business relations of 
any successful establishment have been 
quite willing to break sheets when re- 
quests were within reason; but now they 
may not do so. So postal revenues are 
lost. The spirit of Rowland Hill seems 
to have been forgotten in the Centennial 
Year.

New Books Received 





A History of the Postmarking of Mail 
in Great Britain, 1661-1939, by Horace 
N. Soper, published apparently by Uni- 
versal Postal Frankers, Ltd., London, 
England, 16 pages 8x10, paper bound, 
illustrated in colors, price five shillings. 
Mr. Soper is a director of the Universal 
Postal Frankers, Ltd., which is affiliated 
with the Pitney-Bowes Postage Meter 
Co. An engineer and designer of post 
office machinery, Mr. Soper was well 
qualified as author due to his being an 
ardent student of early postal history 
and postal markings. The illustrations 
are of high quality, most being in color 
and postmarks are traced from the ear- 
liest times. An example of the first 
machine cancel (1857) and its various 
improved successors down to the present, 
are an interesting series of illustrations.

STRIKE Two 
(A recent notice in the Postal Bulletin) 


METERED MATTER NOT TO BE 
HANDLED IN A PERFUNCTORY 
MANNER 

Metered mail is occasionally presented 
for mailing and in some cases accepted 
and dispatched, notwithstanding no 
amount of postage is shown in the me- 
tered impression thereon, only ciphers or 
“zero” ($0.00) appearing in the indicia. 

It is of the utmost importance that 
meter users and postal employees hand- 
ling metered mail examine such matter 
sufficiently to ascertain that the correct 
amount of postage is paid thereon and 
shown in the meter impression. 

Postmasters are, therefore, directed to 
see that the acceptance of metered mail 
is adequately supervised so that the rev- 
enues will be fully safeguarded. 

When matter bearing metered indicia 
showing no amount of postage paid is 
presented for mailing it should, of course, 
be withheld from dispatch and the re- 
quired postage collected; if observed at 
the office of address, the matter should 
be rated up at double the prepaid rate, 
and such amount collected on delivery, 
according to section 504, P. L. and R. 
The facts in each instance should be re- 
ported to the Third Assistant Postmaster 
General, Division fo Classification. 


NaRROW FIGURES 

Walt McIntosh of Melrose, Mass., who 
at current writing is deeply interested in 
the Narrow Spaced Electros, has com- 
piled some statistics that no doubt will 
be of interest to some collectors. Before 
I go further, when Mr. McIntosh uses 
the term Electro he includes the metal 
handstamps which are in reality electros. 
On Aug. 30th he had reports on (an 
“even” as he puts it) 550 different types 
of which 216 are U-120s, 280 U-121s, 33 
U-122s, 14 U-12s, 6 U-17s and 1 U-18. 
The U-122 Narrows have just appeared 
recently Mr. McIntosh notes, few being 
seen the first year of the Narrows. 

New York leads all states with a total 
of 39, Pennsylvania and Ohio next with 
34 each, (we think Mr. McBain of Day- 
ton has enough new types to make Ohio 
close to 40), and California 33. New 
York has the most U-120 with 17; Cal- 
ifornia the most U-121 with 19. Cal- 
ifornia and Ohio 4 each U-122, Michigan 
and New York 2 each U12, Illinois 2 
U-17 and Massachusetts the U-18. Every 
state in the Union has at least one nar- 
tow type save Nevada. Here is your 
chance to report a narrow from Nevada 
and get your name in headlines. Puerto 
Rico and Virgin Is. have narrows but 
none as yet from Hawaii or Alaska. 
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NOTES. 

For what it is worth. It seems there 
is evidence as Al Jones commenting in 
the Sept. Forum points out that no 
longer does the Bureau of Printing and 
Engraving demand 250,000 or 500,000 
stamps be ordered as formerly, but ex- 
ceptionally small amounts will be filled. 
Only the city ordering must wait till 
orders pile up to warrant a day’s run in 
the denomination they have on order. 
If this be true then collectors will do well 
to get the higher values as soon as they 
come out especially if they come from 
some town in an unusual denomination. 
—We also see reports on the Houston 
Convention. Fifty-three members reg- 
istered (last year at Baltimore it was 126 
I think). I wish I could think of some 
snappy French saying and give a big 
shrug of my shoulders all over the page. 
—Did you ever see a precancel from 
Virooua, Wis.? I have one on alc 27 
in U-120 type.
